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Here Is What Transpired At Monday’s 
Meeting Of The Palm Beach 


County Commission 


A resolution transferring title of 
Palm Beach County's Phipps Ocean 
Park to the Town of Palm Beach, 
was adopted Monday by the coun- 
ty board. 

The resolution set out that the 
park is located within the munici- 
pal limits of Palm Béach. and that 
the town has police powers in 
the park. 

It further stated that it was in 
the best interests of the people in 
the county, that funds budgeted for 
maintenance of the park could be 
used to a greater advantage in rec- 
reational areas outside municipal 
limits. 

The commission some time ago 
offered control of Phipps Park to 
Palm Beach and Foster Memorial 
Park to the town of Riviera Beach. 
Riviera Beach councilmen still 
have the county's offer under con- 
sideration. 

Robert Nicholas, Riviera Beach, 
who asked the county commission 
to refund court costs which Nicho- 
las said he,paid to a justice of 
peace court on a traffic count, 
this week asked that the matter be 
dropped. 

Previosuly the commission had 
been advised that it was without 
authority to refund the court costs. 

The county's project of assign- 
ing house numbers to residents in 
urban and rural areas is well un- 
derway according to a report re- 
ceived this week by the board. 

Walter Estabrook, retired postal 


employee, who is carrying out the 
project for the county, said from 
60 to 100 householders are being 
assigned numbers daily. 

The only trouble with the sys- 
tem, Estabrook said, is that the 
householders fail to post their num- 
bers. 

Under the procedure being fol- 
lowed, houses are given numbers 
and the owners are responsible for 
putting the numbers on mail boxes 
or some other location where they 
ca nbe seen from the street. ` 

The commission emphasized that 
at present the project is a county 
undertaking and will not be adopt- 
ed by the postal department until 
the project is complete and all 
numbers assigned.

MIAMI BEACH—Increases up 
to 25 per cent in air passengers to 
Florida have been’ cited as an indi- 
cation of another top 'season for 
the state this winter.
